The words of 
the song are not intelligible to us, 
but the melody is of no mean order. 
At its conclusion our vown party, 
filled through and through with the 
aptness of the tune, break into song, 
and the hills catch up the refrain and 
lepeat it in musical echoes: 


Oh, Galilee, sweet Galilee, 
Come sing thy song again to me.

place of the prophet, and the pilgrim-1 
age always begins at "the heel of 
the prophet" in Damascus. The rail- 
road ran into the mountains shortly 
after leaving Darat and began a cir- 
cuitous descent toward the valley of 
the Jordan and the plain of Jezreel. 
For a distance of fifty miles the scen- 
ery was as grand as any in the Rock- 
ies o£ America. 
Picturesque hills 


seemed to come down from the stars, 
with every blemish hidden under a 
cloak of richest green, to riot in a 
wild 
and 
weird 
magnificence of 


color, and shadow, and water, and 
sun. 
Gorges, dark and threatening, 


complained violently at our intru- 
sion and the solemn echoes rolled 
along the mountains like the lamen- 
tations of the lost. The muddy Yar- 
rnuk foamed and fretted in its chan- 
nel far below the train and was the 
active feature of the landscape. 
Not 


a tree nor a shrub interrupted the 
graceful drapery in which the moun- 
tains were clad, and when these em- 
erald cloaks were thrown back, as 
often as they were, fantastic forma- 
tions in stone were exposed, decora- 
tions that were cut by the chisels of 
weather and exquisite designs of 
strata not unlike the friezes and has 
reliefs of the world's oldest and best 
sculpture.

hills, recumbent, venerable, sedate, 
are grouped around an esplanade 
where nature displays her charms of 
color and design to splendid effect. 
A river in boisterous travail of the 
northern snows, creamed with the 
alluvium of the Jezreel plain, and 
bending with the grace of the curv- 
ing swards, sinks into a noiseless 
channel and a sea is born in'the 
cradling lap of the mountains. It is 
Galilee, child of the .Jordan, noted in 
sacred story and teeming with sacred 
memories. 
Tho evening sun throws 


back upon it a shower of adieus from 
yonder ridgo and then leaves it for 
the night to the care of the enfold- 
ing hills. So intent are we upon the 
splendid scene and prospect that we 
do not stop to take notice of the dis- 
reputable mud town that hangs like 
a barnacle of disgrace on the green 
bank nor of the sloven aborigines 
who seek to sell their dirks and cig- 
arette boxes as souvenirs of the holy 
place. 
But with hurried accord we 


flock to the pier and to the boats that 
are tethered there for a sail upon the 
pretty loch in the hush of the twi- 
light.

in tho steamboat, the only vessel of 
that character on the lake, while the 
rest of us are provided with skiffs,

Did the Great 
Teacher grow tired in His humanity

ally? It was here upon the bosom of 
this lake that He found the succor 
of privacy and rest. In this vicinity 
the ministry of Christ developed the 
majority of his miracles and called 
out most of the philosophy and doc 
trines that gave the world a new re 
ligion. 


It was dark when we landed at the 


city of Tiberias, after a sail of six 
miles. In a monastery of the Greel 
church, one of the few clean and air 
buildiifgs of the town, we found lodg 
ing for the night. There is an Ara 
proverb to the effect that the king 
of fleas holds his court at Tiberias, 
and I had, by the merest scratch, the 
displeasure of meeting this sover- 
eign or some of his numerous retinue 
that night. 
Tiberias has a popula- 


tion of 8,000 and is the only survivor 
of the numerous cities that existed 
around Galilee in the time of Christ. 
It was founded by Herod Antipas, the 
Ictrarch of Galilee, as a pleasure re- 
sort, and his palace was its principal 
feature. 
His brother Phillip had 


built a city and called it after the 
daughter of Caesar, and Herod, in a 
spirit of greater servility, built this 
one and called in after Caesar him- 
self. During its construction a Jewish 
cemetery •« as disturbed and for that 
reason no Jews would ever live in 
or enter the city. 
Christ himself 


never visited it, though most of His 
life was spent in its vicinity. 


Herod was a dissolute old wretch 


and among his many improper acts 
he 
conceived an 
attachment 
for 


Herodias, his sister-in-law, though 
he was married at the time to an at- 
tractive daughter of an Arab sheik. 
The law would not permit a second 
marriage, but he brought the woman, 
with her consent, into his home, nev- 
ertheless, whereupon his wife indig- 
nantly packed her wardrobe and re- 
turned to her father's home in the 
mountains. 
The old sheik gathered 


his clans and made war upon Herod, 


pressing his army so close that he 
was forced to move to his castle at 
Macherus .on the Dead sea. At this 
juncture John the Baptist inTiis open 
air sermons took Herod severely to 
task. 
Herod himself cared little for 


the criticism, but Herodias demand- 
ed John's arrest and Salome, her 
daughter, requested and secured his 
head. An interesting sequel to this 
story is to this effect that Salome 
married a Roman general who was 
afterwards transferred to Spain, and 
that while skating on the ice of a 
river there, she fell through and her 
head was severed from her body by 
the sharp edges of the ice. I do not 
know whether this story is true or 
not, but I hope it is. 


In the early morning, I stood on 


the pier that juts into the lake at 
Tiberias in company with several 
ladies, and 
among

number of 


Arabs of both sexes who had been 
fishing and were bringing in the re- 
sults of their operations. 
The fish 


caught by the party were of uniform 
size and weight and were dumped on 
he pier in a palpitating mound sev- 
ral feet high. 
This was the city 


market and in a short time the last 


f the fish were disposed of to pur- 


of the gospel. 
It was a consoling 


thought, too, that while squalor aud 
superstition had violated most of 
the sacred places of the Holy Land, 
virgin Galilee has not surrendered 
her unsullied chastity. 
No tawdry 


chapel can soil her crystal purity 
'and no idolatry can set up a rival 
for ignorant devotees to scrap over. 


Lake 
Galilee is thirteen 
miles 


long, four to six miles wide, and 680 
feet below the sea level. In the sum- 
mer .the atmosphere becomes very 
humid at times and the rapid evapo- 
ration is the cause of sudden squalls 
such as came upon the disciples when 
Jesus was taking a nap "in the 
hinder part of the ship on a pillow," 
(Mark iv, 38). 
We had an experi- 


ence with a squall when we were pre- 
paring to leave the lake for Naza- 
reth. 
Melcbizedek (such was our 


abbreviation of the unpronouncable, 
jointed name of our dragoman) had 
provided hacks and teams for our 
conveyance and we had filled them 
and were waiting his pleasuie to go. 
The commissary stores had been de- 
layed, somehow. 
Presently they ap- 


peared and Melchizedek and another 
son of Esau at once went into a state 
of 
eruption. 
Red-hot sulphurous 


Arabic flew thick and fast; 
they 


shook each, other and all but came to 
blows; they screamed and giew red 
in the face; and it was apparent that 
one of them would soon draw a dead- 
ly knife and plunge the blade deep 
into the other's vitals. 
Every man 


in the party jumped out and ran to 
separate them, and they then broke 
into loud laughter, and llelchizedek 
explained that they were not mad 
and were not even quarreling, but 
only consulting as to the proper ve- 
hicle in which to store the provisions. 
That's the Arab's way. I have seen 
them fuss to the ragged edge of mur- 
der many times but never yet have I 
seen them fight. The two Arabs were 
at least 680 feet below the level of 
civilization, and the evaporation of 
what little sense they had caused the

AT THE HAGUE 


The Peace Conference now in ses- 


sion at The Hague on Wednesday 
wefl't into a rather extended discus- 
sion of the American Proposition re- 
garjding the restriction of naval war- 
fare. 
The Spanish, Dutch, Russian 


and. Italian delegations agreed to the 
American idea with regard to bom- 
barflment as embodied in the follow- 
ing' six articles: 


First—The commander of a fleet 
must spare historical monuments, 
churches and buildings used for ar- 
tistic, scientific or benevolent pur- 
poses, and hospitals, on the condition 
thai the> are not used for military 
purposes and are designated by spe- 
cial signs, which must be displayed 
bv the inhabitants. 
Second—Betore 
beginning 
the 


bombardment of a town the com- 
mander of a fleet must do all in his 
power to inform the authorities ot 
the town of his intentions. 
Third—Pillage is forbidden, even 


in a town or locality taken by assault. 


Fourth—The bombardment of un- 


defended ports, towns, "villages or 
buildings is forbidden, but any mili- 
tary work existing in otherwise un- 
defended places can be bombarded if 
the local authorities refuse to destroy 
it Fifth—Undefended places can be 
bombarded if they refuse to furnish 
a fleet with necessary provisions. 


Sixth—The 
bombardment of 
a 


town or village for refusal to pa> a 
ransom is prohibited. 


These articles must necessarily 


commend themselves to all possessed 
of the altruistic spirit that ought to 
predominate in nations—collections 
of individuals—as well as among in- 
dividuals. 
The application of the 


principle that "might makes right" 
bv armies and navies in times past 
has caused useless 
suffering 
and 


death. 
Towns have been razed to 


(he ground, communities devastated 
and inhabitants either killed or made 
penniless bimply because armies and 
navies could practice their arts ac- 
cording to their power and regardless 
of right or suffering. 


Historical 
monuments have 
in 


limes past been ruthlessly battered 
to pieces and works of art have not 
bean spared by war's iconoclastic 
hand. 
Sacred edifices and benevo- 


lent institutions have shared a like 
fate and thus has the progress of the 
world be retarded.

towns and localities taken by assault 
Is a step humanity-ward for this very 


MERVINE PARDONED 


Seven and One-Half Years of Sen- 


tence Cut Off By Board. 


On Tuesday of this week, E. M. 
Pennell, Esq., presented to the Board 
of Pardons in Harrisburg the appli- 
cation of Templeton Mervine of this 
place, tor pardon, and, on the same 
day, petition met with the approval 
of" that board, and Mervine is re- 
stored to liberty. 
The reasons assigned in the peti- 


tion were: first, that the sentence 
was unusual, excessive and out of 
proportion to the offense committed; 
second, that the defendant had al- 
ready suffered punishment sufficient 
to atone for the offense; and third, 
the dependent character of Mervine's 
wife and four little children. 
This 
petition was supported by letters 
from a number of the most promi- 
nent and influential people of the 
community, and the action of the 
board in pardoning the prisoner will 
be met with general commendation. 


On the night of December 23, 


1904, the smoke-house at the Waver- 
ly Hotel was entered and two small 
hams , two flitches and a roll of but- 
ter were stolen. 
The same evening 


five plugs of tobacco and several 
pounds of candy were stolen from the 
grocery store of the late John O. 
Smith. 
The 
following 
morning 


search warrants were sworn out and 
the goods found at Mervine's home. 
The defendant had been drinking 
and made no attempt to conceal the 
stolen goods or to escape the respon- 
sibility for his crime. He waived a 
hearing, was committed to jail, and, 
on the 16th of January, 1905, plead 
guilty to two indictments charging 
him with stealing goods of the value 
of $23. The following day the court 
imposed a sentence isi the two cases 
of ten years in the Western Peniten- 
tiary. At the time the offense was 
committed, Mervine was living with 
his wife and three children, the old- 
est nine years of age, in the West 
ward of Bedford borough, and two 
days before he was sentenced to the 
penitentiary the fourth child came to 
the home. 
The wife has kept the 


family together by means of her 
earnings over the washtub ancl con- 
tributions from friends, and the chil- 
dren of sufficient age have received 
the benefit of training in the public 
schools and in one of the Sunday 
schools in the town. 
At the time the sentence of ten 
years was imposed, every person con- 
versant with the facts was surprised 
at its severity. 
The prisoner made 
no complaint and his record-at Alle- 
gheny has been a model for obedi- 
ence to the rules of the institution. 
Templeton Mervine's weakness has 


been that of most, of the men who 
fill our prisons, an over-indulgence 
in intoxicating drinks. Except for a 
spree, it is probable that the crimes 
for which he was incarcerated would 
not have been committed. He is a 
competent house painter, and now, 
that he has been restored to his wife 
and children, it is hoped that he will 
appreciate their faithfulness a^d de- 
votion in the time of his trouble and 
the good will shown him by the men 
who brought about his pardon. 
He 
is and can be a highly useful citizen, 
when not under the influence of 
liquor, and has a useful future if he 
will but shun evil companions and 
abstain from intoxicants of all kinds. 


His misfortune is an example for 
all young men. 
Indulgence in the 


liquor habit invariably leads to sor- 
row and shame. There is no middle 
course for the young man who would 
be safe. 
He must totally abstain or 


perpetually run the gauntlet. 
The Gazette congratulates him on 


his pardon and wishes for him a 
prosperous and useful life in the 
bosom of his family. For him, liquor 
is a demon, and indulgence, even in a 
moderate form, is an invitation for 
trouble.

FOREIGN ATTACHMENT 


A Test Case of Interest to Lawyez'S of 


the State. 


Attorney B. F. Madore has issued 


a foreign attachment against The 
American Law Book Company of New 
York to recover $115.82, the value 
ot part of a set of law books known 
as the "Cyclopedia of Law and Pro- 
cedure." This proceeding is of much 
interest to the legal fraternity of 
Pennsylvania as it is proposed to de- 
termine by it whether the American 
Law Book Company has the right to 
rescind a contract when it is only 
partially completed, the agreement 
giving neither party the right to re- 
scind. Mr. Madore has a copy ot the 
agreement. 
Some time ago he sold 


the volumes of "Cyclopedia of Law 
and Procedure" which he had already 
received, and the remainder of the 
books were to be shipped to the pur- 
chaser as fast as they -\\ere received 
from the American Law Book Com- 
pany. Having learned of the sale of 
the books by Mr. Madore, the Ameri- 
can Law Book Company refuses to 
send him any other volumes under 
the contract. 
If the American Law 


Book Company has the right to act 
arbitrarily in this matter, then should 
any subscriber die before the comple- 
tion of the set of the "Cyclopedia of 
Law and Procedure," whatever he 
had paid would be a loss to his es- 
tate, an incomplete set having no 
value. 
There are five subscribers 


for the books in Bedford and all are 
interested in the final result of the 
suit.

ing the air of melancholy. The de- 
serted pathways of men are all 
through

mountains. 
The 


growth of shrub, and weed, and brier 
are striving to hide the scars and 
gashes made by the pick and shovel 
of forty years ago. Old flumes have 
rotted and fallen and still lie strewn 
in the ravines across which they once 
carried so many miners' inches of 


.jwater every day. Even here and 


there old cabins lean and rot, me- 
mentos of the womanless and child- 
less little homes. Old dams lie in the 
streams; old stage bridges preserve 
still a timber here and there at either 
end. At one point we found the rust- 
eaten blade of a large knife at the 
mouth of an excavation. There are 
graves, too, dimly discernible but 
still to be known as the long ago 
forgotten resting-place of some lone 
miner. 


There are little towns built in 


gulches and straggling up hillsides, 
which long ago saw their last inhab- 
itant depart and where now no one 
ever comes.
